Mentor, O., July 12.— Gen. Garfield has for- 
warded to Senator Hoar, of Massachusetts, the 
following letter of acceptance of the nomina- 
tion tendered him by the Republican Nationa 
Convention; 

* Mentor, O., July 10, 1880.—Dear Stn: On 
the evening of the 8th of June last, I had the 
honor to receive from you, in the presence of 
the Committee of which you were Chairman, the 
official announcement that the Republican Na- 
tional Convention at Chicago had that day nom- 
inated me as their candidate for President of the 
United States. I accept the nomination with 
gratitude for the confidence it implies, and with 
a deep sense of the responsibilities it imposes. 
I cordially indorse the principles set forth 
in the platform adopted by the Convention. 
On nearly all the subjects of which 
it treated my opinions are on record among 
the published proceedings of Congress, I ven- 
ture, however, to make special mention of some 
of the principal topics which are likely to be- 
come subject of discussion, without review- 
ing the controversics which have been settled 
during the last twenty years, and with no pur- 
pose. or wish to revive the passions of the late 
War. N 
It should be said that, while the Republicans 
fully recognize and will strenuously defend all 
the rights retained by the people, and all the 

rights reserved to the States, they 
REGRET THE PERNICIOUS DOCTRINE OF STATE 
SUPREMACY, 


“which so long créppled the functions of the Na- 


tional Government, and at one time brought the 
Union very near to destruction. They insist 
that the United States is a Na- 
tion, with ample. powers of  self- 
preservation; that ite Constitution and the 
laws made in pursuance thereof “are the su- 
preme law of the land”; that the right of the 
Nation to determine the metifiod by which the 
Legislature shall be created cannot be surren- 
dered without abdicating one of the fundamen- 
tal powers of govermment; that the National 
laws relating to the election of Representatives 
im Congress shall neither be violated nor evaded; 
that every elector shall be permitted freely, and 
without intimidation, to cast his lawful vote at 
such election, and have it honestly counted; and 
that the potency of his vote shall not be de- 
stroyed by the fraudulent vote of any other 

The best thoughts and energies of our 


poopie should be dire@ted to those great ques- 


of National well-being,in which all have 
a common interest. Such efforts will soonest 
restore to perfect peave those who were lately 
in arms against each other, for 
JUSTICE AND GOOD-WILL WILL OUTLAST PAS- 

: SION. 
But it is certain that the wounds of the War 
cannot be completely healed, and the spirit of 
brotherhood cannot pervade the whole country, 
until every citizen—trich or poor, white or black 
AIs secure in the free and equal enjoyment of 
every civil and. political right guaranteed by 
the Constitution and the laws. Wherever the 
enjoyment of these rights is not assured discon- 
tent will prevail, immigration will cease, and 
the social and industrial forces will continue to 
be disturbed by the migration-of the laborers 
and the consequent diminution of prosperity. 
The Nutional Government should exercise all its 
Constitutional authority to put an end to these 
evils, for all tho people and all the States 
are members of one body, and no mem- 
ber can suffer without injury toall. The most 
serious evils which now afflict the South arise 
from the fact that there is not such freedom and 
toleration of political opinion and action that 
the mincrity party can exercise an effective 
and wholesome restraint upon the parey in 
power. Without such restraint a party rule be- 
comes tyrannical and corrupt. The prosperity 
which is made possible in the South by its great 
advantages of soil and climate will never be 
realized until every voter can freely and safely 
support any party he pleases. And next in im- 
portance to freedom and justice is 
POPULAR EDUCATION, 

without“vhich neither justice nor freedom can 
be permanently maintained. Its interests are 
intrusted to the States and to the voluntary ac- 
tion of the people. Whatever help the Nation 
can justly offer should be gencrously given to 
aid the States in supporting common schools; but 
it would be unjust to our people and 
dangerous to our institutions to apply any por- 
tion of the revenues ot the Nation or of the 
States to the support of sectarian schools. The 
separation of the Church and the State, in 
everything relating to taxation, should be ab- 
solute, 

On the subject of National finances, my views 
have been so frequently and fully expressed 
that little is needed in the way of additional 
statement. The public debt is now so well se- 
cured, and the rate of annual interest has been 
so reduced by refunding, that rigid economy in 
expenditures and the faithful application of our 
surplus revenues to the payment of the princi- 
palofthe debt will gradually, but certainly, 
free the people from its burdens and close with 
honor the financial chapter of the War. At the 
same time the Government can provide for all 
its ordinary expenditures and discharge its 
sacred obligations to the soldiers of the Union 
and to the widows and orphans of those who fell 


resumption has not only made it everywhere 
equal to coin, but has brought into use our store

now moré abundant than ever before, and we 
need only to maintain the equality of all our 
dollars to insure to labor and capital a measure 
of value from the use of which no one can 
suffer loss.

OUR CUSTOMS LAWS, 

a policy should be pursued which will bring rev- 
enue to the Treasury and will enable the labor 
and capital employed in our great industries to 
compete fairly in ourown markets with the la- 
bor and capital of foreign producers. We legis- 
late for the people of the United States, not for 
the whole world, and it is our glory that the 
American laborer is more inteiligent and better 
paid than his foreign competiter. Our country 
cannot be independent unless its people, with 
their abundant natural resources, possess the 
requisit skill at any time to clothe, arm, and 
equip themselves for war, and in time of peace 
to produce all the necessary implements of la- 
bor. It was the manifest intention of the 
founders of the Government to provide for the 
common defense, not by standing armies aione, 
but by raising among the people a greater army 
of artisans, whose intelligence and skill should 
powerfully contribute to the safety and glory of 
the Nation. 

Fortunately for the interests of commerce, 
there is no longer any formidable opposition to 
appropriations for the improvement of our har- 
bors and great navigable rivers, provided that 
the expenditures for that purpose are strictly 
limited to works of Nationa] importance. 

THE MISSISSIPPI RIVER, 

with its great tributaries, is of such vital impor- 
tance toso many millions of people, that the 
safety of its navigation requires exceptional 
consideration. In order to secure to the Nation 
the control of all its waters, President Jefferson 
negotiated the purchase of a vast territory, ex- 
tending from the Gulf of Mexico to the Pacific

the evils likely to arise from the present situa-

The appointment of 
executive and judicial the 
ment is a ay the most difficult of all the 
duties which Constitution has imposed upon 
the Executive. The Constitution wisely de- 
mands that Congress shall rate with the 
Executive ments in placing the civil 
service on a better basis. Experience proved 
that with our frequent changes of administra- 
tion no system of reform be made effective 
and permanent without thé aid of legislation. 
Appointments to the military and naval service 
are so regulated by law and custom as to leave 
but little ground of complaint. It may not be 
wise to make similar reguiations by law 
for the civil services; but, without in- 
vading the authority or necessary dis- 
cretion of the Executive, Congress should 
devise a method that will determine the 
tenure of office and greatly reduce the uncer- 
tainty which makes that service so uncertain 
and unsatisfactory. Without depriving any 
officer of his rights as a citizen, the Government 
should uire him to discharge all his official 
duties with intelligenee, efficiency, and faithful- 
ness. To select wisely from our vast population 
those who are best fitted for the many offices to 
be filled, requires an acquaintance tar beyond 
the ran of any one man. The Executive 
should therefore seek and receive the informa- 
tion and assistance of those whose knowledge 
of the communities in which the duties are to 
be performed best qualifies them to aid them in 
ma ing the wisest choice. 

The doctrines announced by the Chicagé Con- 
vention are not the temporary devices of a 
party to attract votes, and carry an election; 
they are deliberate convictions resulting from 
a careful study of the spirit of our institutions. 
the events of our history, and the best impulses 
of our people. In my Jadgment these princi- 

les should control the legislation and adminis- 

ration of the Goverument. In any event, they 
will guide my conduct until eater points 
a better way. If elected, it will my purpose 
to enforce strict obedience to the Constitution 
and the laws. and to promote, as best I may, the 
interest and honor of the whole country, rely- 
ing for support upon the wisdom of Congres 
the intelligence of the people, and the favor o 
God.

She was 
dressed in faultiess black, as she has been 
throughout the trial, and the heavy crape veil, 
which she has worn dowa most of the time, was 
partially raised. Wher the closing sentence of 
the verdict was read she seemed as stolidly in- 
different as ever, with the exception that she 
was, perhaps, a shade paler, and used her fan a 
trifle more vigorously. It was noticed, however, 
as she left the court-réom, that she was a 
trifie nervous and very pale, but stepped 
off briskly, and soon reached the jail and was 
locked in her quarters. Then she began remov- 
ing her gloves, and, in answer to a question as to 
how she felt about the verdict, she replied: 
„Wu, I don't know hardly what to think. It 
was a surprise to me, and, I think, to every- 
body.

The verdict is a general surprise. It is re- 
ceived as a just and well-deserved punishment, 
but the people didn't believe a Marion County 
jury would bang a woman. With one excep- 
tion, she is the only womanin Indiana who has 
thus been condemned. Twenty-nine years ago, 
Aunt Sally Fisher, of Wabash, was sentenced to 
be hung for killing a peddier, but the Governor 
commuted der sentence to imprisonment for 
life,and she is still living,an inmate of the 
Woman's Prison. Great interest is excited, 
therefore, by the verdict. and the public will 
watch the result with increased carefuiness. 

Speaking of the verdict, Joseph Wade, her 
paramour, said: “I haven't anything to say in 
regard to the verdict. Mrs. Brown said when 1 
was sentenced that it served me right. Sde al-

smashed and his pockets rified of their contents. 
The first theory was that he bad been murdered 
for his money, and Mrs. Brown and Wade testi- 
fled before the Coroner that on the evening be- 
fore he had left the house intending to go 
into the city to get his brother to as- 
sist the next day. But the § evidences 
about the house clearly indicated that be 
had been murdered at his own home, and that 
the body had been taken into the suburbs of the 
city to avoid suspicion. Alarmed at the likeli- 
hood of detection, Mrs. Brown made what she 
claimed to be a confession, saying that Wade 
had done the killing at the house, and that she 
was an unwilling witness to the deed; but on 
his trial Wade testified that Mrs. Brown klled 
his (Wade's) presence, just, 
as he (Wade) was on the point of 
leuvt for Irvington to sell his horse 
and thus get money to go away and leave 
her; that she objeeted to his leaving her, and 
that, as a last resort, she killed the old man that 
she might continue to live with the witness. 
The jury was inclined to believe both equally

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune,

The great general objection to all such re- 
movals is the unsettlement of values attendant 
upon them. A few yeam ago the State of M. 
braska adopted a theory that a paternal State 
Government” should occasionally change its 
headquarters from one city to another and thus 
build up important centres of business 
and population all over its territory. In theory 
the thing looked well, but when it came to put 
the idea into practice, it was found that the 
buildings actually necessary for the State Gov- 


— 2 uses were practically worthiess for 
oth purposes, and that the whole scheme 
inured to the benefit of a few real-estate s u- 
lators who mana to control legislation in 
those particulars for their private advantage. 


Now it is more than whispered that this Board { 


of Trade movement is of precisely the same 
character. The Board of Trade quarters were 
supposed to be definitly fixed, and round about 
them grew up the finest banking and office 
buildings in the city. All *these buildings are 
well suited to the purposes for which they were 
built, and trade and Values generally are thus 
far settied, 

Now comes this proposition to move this 
centre, and the strongest effort seems to be 
making to take it to the farthest point named,— 
a point surrounded for the most pert with the 
worst improvements, and by far the vilest and 
worst oceupancy to be found in our city.

To begin with, Gen. Hancock declared that

leans. If “peace and quiet” prevailed in 
Louisiana and Texas there was no reason for 
maintaining a military government over 
those States, Why was Gen. Hancock sent 
there? How was he able to satisfy himself 
within afew hours that “peace and quiet” 
reigned supreme? Gen. Sheridan, a man of 
equal patriotism and greater ability, had 
been in command of the same Department 
during along period. Sheridan had not been 
able to satisfy himself of the peace and 
quiet” which Hancock discovered immedi- 
ately. On the contrary, Sheridan had but a 
short time previously reported to Gen. Grant 
that there was a condition of utter lawlesness 
m Texas; that the lives and property of the 
freedmen and Union-loving whites were in 
constant jeopardy ; that murdersand outrages 
were of frequent occurrence, and that the mili- 
tary force under existing regulations was not 
able to protect peaceful citizens nor to bring 
the outlaws to punishment. It was upon the 
basis of this report and the well-known ter- 
rorism which ruled Texas at this time that 
Gen. Grant urged upon Acting-President 
Johnson the declaring of martial law in that 
State as the only effective restraint upon the 
lawless classes. Johnson preferred, to re- 
move Sheridan and select somebody who 
would carry out his (Johnson’s) policy. 
Hancock was chosen, and found “peace and 
quiet” all over Texas and Louisiana within 
twenty-four hours after he arrived at New 
Orleans! 

In the next sentence Gen. Hancock prom- 
ises a “ faithful execution of the laws.” ‘The 
laws which he was expected to execute were 
those passed by Congress to apply to a com- 
munity which had but recently been in a 
state of armed rebellion against the Govern- 
ment, and which was still resentful and mis- 
chievous. These were ciyil laws. They had 
emanated from the highest legislative 
power in the land. Several wmili- 
tary districts had been mapped. out 
and placed under command of Union Gefi- 
erals in order to secure an execution of these 
laws which could not be eXpected from ex- 
Rebels. Hancock construed execution to 
mean nullification. He ignored the laws of 
Congress, the object of maintaining mili- 
tary districts in the wunreconstructed 
States, and the very purpose which justified 
his presence in Louisiana asa Military Gov- 
ernor. He turned over the “execution” of 
the laws to the very men from whose hands 
Congress had endeavored to rescue them for 
the protection of the freedmen and the 


Union whites. Congress might as well have | 


made no effort to reconstruct the Rebel 
States if all the Union men had been like 
Hancock, but should merely have given the 
Rebels breathing time to renew the War at 
their own convenience and pleasure.

“ORDER NO. 40.” 

The single salient point in Gen. Hancock’s 
career which can be made available for his 
Presidential campaign is what is known as 
Order No. 40,” which he issued in taking 
command of the Fifth Military District in 
1867, It has been construed by Democratic 
authorities to imply a disposition on the part 
of Hancock to subordinate military authority 
to civil authority. This assumed inclination 
is his sole qualification for the Chief Magis- 
tracy. The only evidence thereof is Order 
No. 40,” though Gen. Hancock is now nearly 
60 years of age and has been in public 
life during the past forty years.

or not it was the proper time for such subor- 
dination; whether or not Hancock has the abil- 
ity to carry out the theory accredited to him 
for the well-being of the country; whether 
or not a high-sounding but empty phrase, no 
matter how ill-timed, is a sufficient warrant 
for the elevation of a military man without 
any experience in political affairs to the 
highest civil office in the land,—all these are 
questions which the Democrats do not stop 
to discuss, “Order No. 40” was issued over 
Hancock’s name, and that isenough for their 
purpose. That one contribution to the liter- 
ature of reconstruction is held to give him 
claims to the Chief Magistracy superior to 
those of all the political leaders and all the 
public men who act with the Democratic 
party. 

There would seem to be some hidden magic 
in “Order No. 40,” which mere phrases do 
not contain asarule. Yet we search it in 
vain for the revelation of power which the 
Democrats pretend it has.

lt is too hot weather to seriously discuss 
questions with a man like Mr. Watterson, of 
the Louisville Cowrier-Journal, who Some 
time ago stated in the North American Re- 
view that it was not the habit of people in 
his section to consider the little matter of 
facts when presenting their views. Writing, 
therefore, as he does, entirely from impulse, 
emotions, and imaginations we are not sur- 
prised to find him still electioneering for 
Tilden and hallooing that stale old cry of 
“fraud as lustily as he did four years ago; 
but we are somewhat surprised to find him 
trying to establish that Mr. Tilden ought to 
have been President out of the columns of 
Tue Cmeado Innen of that date: Mr.

Commenting upon this extraordinary order 
of Gen. Hancock soon after it us issued, 
the late Senator Morton said: 

Again he says: “Crimes and offenses com- 
mitted in this district mist be referred to the 
consideration and judgment of the regular civil 
tribunals, and those tribunals will be supported 
in their lawful jurisdiction.” Here be adjures 
the military power conferred upon him by Con- 
gress, recognizes the supremacy of the bogus 
civil authorities, and declares that he will sup- 
pert their tribunais in the exercise of their law- 

ul jurisdiction. And this be saysstanding upon 
ground in New Orleans yet moist with the blood 
of nearly 200 men siaughtered in the presence 
and by the contrivance of these civil authorities, 
while the tribunals which he pledges himseif to 
support have never brought one of the murder- 
ers to justice. . . . in says Gen. Hancock: 
“The right of trial by jury, the habeas corpus, 
the liberty of the press, the freedom of speech, 
and the natural rights of persons and the rights 
of property must be preserved.” Thisisa very 
pretty saying, but what does it mean in this 
connection? It means that the loyal men, 
white and black, shall have the right to be 
tried by Kebel jurics, Woh is like giving the 
lambs the right to be tried by the wolves. It 
means that the Rebels who have murdered 
Union men shall be tried by Rebel juries; and 
when, I ask, has one of them been brought to 
justice? It means that men arrested by military 
authority may be discharged from custody upon 
a writ of habeas corpus issued by a State Judge, 
which is in direct violation of the conclud 

art of the third section of the actof March 
WM,. which says: “And all interference under 
color of State authority with the exercise of 
mili authority under this act shall be null 
and vod.“ I read this order of Gen. Haucock 
with unmingled sorrow, and felt he had comutit- 
ted an error more fatal to his reputation than 
the loss of a battle. Gen. Hancock is a gallant 
soldier, who has been wounded in the service of 
his country, but it he shall now lend himself 
to the support of the principles against 
which he — say and become the ally of his ene- 
mies against his friends, bis laureis. be they ever 
so bright, will wither “hke the tender flower 
beneath the simoom of the desert.”

Tue Pacific Mail Company has adopted a 
very clever trick to avoid assessment and taxa- 
tion in New York City. The law of the State 
requires corporations to be taxed “in the coun- 
ties in which their general offices are located.” 
The Pacific Mail Company has, by a sort of legal 
fiction, established its general offices” at 
Upper Nyack, in Rockland County, thirty miles 
away from the city. No books are kept at 
these general offices; no cierks can be found 
there; noteven an office-boy haunts the prem- 
ises. But a two-story cottage, apparently de- 
sorted and neglected for years, is designated by 
asmall board nailed under the closed window 
as the “Office of Pacific Mall S. 8. Co.” 
The Company seems to be of the opinion that, 
by this simple expenditure of black paint and a 
shingle, it has conformed strictly to the require-. 
ments of the law. But it is the intention of the 
city authorities to test the matter in the courts. 
The Company is assessed on $1,000,000 in Rockland 
County, of course at a very low rate. The Union 
Steamboat Company, doing business in Buffalo, 
also has its general office in Rockland County, 
and pays taxes there.

The wheat news of — was conflietmg. 
as usunl. Some telegrums from the Northwest 
reported heavy rains Saturday and Sunday, fol- 
lowed by a hot sun and a badly damaged con- 
dition in the wheat flelds of Minnesota and 
Northern Iowa. They intimated that the crop 
is practically ruined. Some noted the existence 
of a strong wind from the southwest, others lit- 
tle wind and yet unsettled weather, and one 
said. Wheat not out of danger yet,” leaving 
it to be inferred that there is still room for 

Cool weatber is much to be desired now; 
with it a large part of the crop would un- 
doubtedly come out all right, except a little 
deficit in yield. A continuance of adverse 
weather would, of course, ruin the harvest. 

A St. Louis operator telegraphed here yes- 
terday to know the reason for strength in Chi- 
cago, and added, “We have 200,000 bu in to- 
day.“ The encouraging answer was sent, “ Add 
it to your census returns.“ 

The Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners 
have decided to change the rules rblating to the 
grading ot barley in this market. The new in- 
spection rules contain five grades, viz.: Nos. 1, 
2,3,4,and 5. The grade No. 2 has been widened 
so as to include a part of the upper layer 
of the former extra 3, and the rule will now 
read: No. 2 barley shail be of a healthy color, 
or but slightly stained, sound, not plump 
enough for No. 1, reasonably clean, and reason- 
ably free from other grain.“ 

No. 5 barley is substituted tor the feed of 
last season. The line between this and No. 4 is 
lowered a little, so as to pass barley that is fit 
for malting purposes into the upper grade. 
Barley that has been chemically treated 
(otherwise doctored) will not be graded at all. 

The Commissioners also decided to abolish all 
grades of mixed wheat except No. 2 mixed. 

The above changes agree with the recom- 
mendations made by the Grain Receivers’ Asso- 
ciation, the only difference being the renaming 
of the grades of barley, which was done by the 
Commissioners themselves. The new rules will 
have to be posted twenty days before they are 
legal. a

without showing any signs of dampuecss. Next 
a delicate écru.gros grain was tried. Every 
drop of water that touched the unprepared purt 
seemed to be absorbed, and the color and stiff- 
ness were gone at once, while the other was en- 
tirely unchanged. 

The audience expressed their satisfaction and 
surprise at the results of these experiments by 
frequent and déarty applause. protest was 
heard from the ladies, however, when an ele- 

ant piece of black velvet was placed on the 

rume, but they soon saw it had nothing to fear 
from the-water, for the draps went dancing 
about upon it like quicksilver, and left it with- 
out any evidences of moisture. A grenadine, a 
piece of light pink silx plush, and many ribbons 
of various and delicate shades that water would 
spot and ruin were subjected to the bath, and 
when the drops that scereted themselves in the 
interstices between the fibres of the goods were 
shaken out guve no sign of dampness. A gen- 
tleman's silk hat was dipped into the tank, and 
had a cup of water poured upon it without hav- 
ing its glossy cout disturbed. Two ladies’ hats 
of silk and volvet, so exquisitly trimmed with 
lace, feathers, and flowers as to be denominated 
perfect loves by the ladies, were deluged 
with water, but a slight shake was sufficient to 
dislodge the drops, and no harm was done. Kid 
gloves, ladies’ slippers, and numerous other 
articles were successfully tried. Ostrich feath- 
ers, so easily ruin by water, were 
dip into the tank wifhout even taking the 
curl out of them. xt came the test 
of these different materials with iemon juice, 
claret wine, and coffce, so fatal todelicate colors, 
but they ail ran off the 22 leaving no trace 
behind; finally, a bottle of writing ink was 
poured upon a light blue silk, banging from the 
frame, but the black drops made no more 
impression upon it than the water had done be- 
fore. In auswer to a question by one of the 
ladies, Mr. Warner said that material once 
treated with the solution always retained their 
non-absorbent properties,and no washi or 
boiling in the strongest soap or lye would re- 
move it. Silk manufacturers are already alive 
to the importance of this invention, and Neptu- 
mite silks will véry soon be found in the market. 
Manufacturers of France, Germany, and Austria 
are already striving for the privilege of using 
the invention, and Mr“ Warner will sail in a few 
days to make arrangements with them.
